Welcome  to  our  spring  sale  No.  83.  This  catalog  had  to  be  kept  a bit  short  so  that  it  can  be  closed  and  lots  mailed  out 
before  we  leave  for  the  I.A.P.N.  Congress  in  Singapore  in  the  end  of  May.  At  the  time  of  that  visit  we  look  forward  to  meeting  with  many 
of  our  Asian  clients  and  colleagues  whose  names  we  have  well  known  via  the  mails,  telegrams,  and  telephones  but  have  never  had  the  pleas- 
ure of  greeting  face  to  face. 


There  is  a wide  variety  of  items  in  this  auction.  Of  significance  among  them  is  a notable  group  of  the  medals,  decorations, 
and  orders  of  China  and  Annam.  Many  of  these  attractive  badges  are  little  known  and  seldom  available  in  the  West,  and  we  feel  fortunate  to 
be  able  to  offer  this  collection  which  was  formed  many  decades  ago.  We  would  like  to  thank  Rose  Chan  Houston  of  the  A.N.S.  for  her  help 
in  translating  many  of  the  medals. 


Playing  with  these  pieces  led  us  to  do  a bit  of  reading  about  the  turbulent,  post-revolutionary  warlord  era  in  China.  Who 
could  resist  a medal  of  Chang  Tsung-chang,  the  former  bandit  who  became  warlord  of  Shantung?  He  was  described  as  having  the  physique  of 
an  elephant,  the  brain  of  a pig,  and  the  temperament  of  a tiger.  Attached  to  his  armored  train  he  had  two  luxurious  Pullman  cars  for  his  42 
concubines.  One  cannot  but  admire  the  ingenuity  and  piety  of  Feng  Yu-hsiang,  the  "Christian  General"  who  sometimes  baptized  his  prison- 
ers by  sticking  a hose  down  their  throats  before  he  executed  them.  Before  the  emergence  of  Chiang  Kai-shek  and  Mao  Tze-tung,  perhaps 
the  two  most  important  of  the  great  worlords  were  Wu  Pei-fu  and  Chang  Tso-lin.  The  contrast  between  these  two  men  is  quite  amazing.  Wu, 
an  aesthete  and  intellectual  of  Mandarin  stock,  could  be  stern  and  vicious  but  enjoyed  writing  poetry  and  was  proud  of  his  calligraphy, 
Chang,  on  the  other  hand,  was  short  and  stocky  and  started  life  as  a common  laborer.  Through  drive  and  competence  he  became  the  leader 
of  a band  of  Manchurian  bandits.  He  ended  up  ruling  the  Manchurian  Provinces  as  a surprisingly  beneficial  autocrat  until  his  assassination. 
In  all,  these  medals  form  a little  known  but  important  part  of  the  numismatic  history  of  the  world's  largest  nation. 


In  our  December  auction.  No.  82,  we  made  a mistake  - not  the  first  and  certainly  not  the  last,  but  one  which  should  be 
corrected  in  print.  We  described  lot  980  - a Russian  copper  5 kopeck  of  1757  with  anchor  and  grapnel  - as  a fantasy.  We  should  have  called 
it  a forgery.  It  appears  that,  in  recent  years,  someone,  somewhere  in  the  Soviet  Union,  has  been  making  these  pieces  and  selling  them  a- 
broad.  Their  spread  is  amazingly  wide  with  many  different  Russian  copper  rarities  showing  up  in  various  nations  in  the  auctions  and  lists  of 
reputable  dealers.  It  is  a cause  for  concern,  but  a problem  that,  hopefully,  can  be  contained  with  the  proper  publicity.  In  a future  NUMIS- 
MATIC COMMENTARY  we  will  be  carrying  an  article  by  our  distinguished  friend  Randolph  Zander  on  the  subject  of  these  Russian  pieces.

Part  Nine 

The  Issues  of  Charles  Johnson  Brooke 


Like  most  of  the  smaller  colonial  backwaters,  in  the  19th  century  Sarawak  suffered  a continual  outflow  of  specie.  Even  when  com- 
modity prices  were  firm  and  the  government  accounts  were  in  balance  or  showed  a surplus  it  was  hard  to  keep  large  size  silver  coinage  in  the 
country.  Until  the  appearance  of  the  Straits  Dollar  in  1903,  Sarawak's  finances  were  based  upon  the  Mexican  dollar  (8  Reales  and  later  Un 
Peso).  No  sooner  was  a quantity  of  8 Reales  pieces  acquired,  however,  than  they  were  exported  once  again  to  pay  for  imports. 

Rajah  Charles  Brooke  resolved  to  meet  this  problem  in  the  usual  way  - by  the  issuance  of  Treasury  Notes.  Unlike  many  governments, 
however,  Sarawak  remained  fiscally  responsible.  The  notes  were  issued  in  limited  quantities  and  were  fully  backed  and  fully  redeemable. 
Charles  Johnson  Brooke's  Treasury  Notes  are  all  uniface  and  were  printed  by  Perkins  Bacon.  All  bear  the  printed  signature  of  the  Rajah  and 
were  serially  numbered.  The  signatures  of  the  Accountant  and  Government  Treasurer  were  entered  by  hand  together  with  the  date  when  the 
notes  were  issued  from  time  to  time.  The  $5.00  and  $10.00  notes  were  issued  beginning  in  1880.  The  $1 .00  was  not  required  until  a severe 
shortage  of  Mexican  dollars  in  1894  necessitated  the  issue.  The  $15.00  and  $50.00  appeared  in  1900. 

All  notes  have  a black  patterned  border  with  the  country  name  SARAWAK  at  top  center.  The  four  corners  carry  the  denomination 
in  numerals.  On  the  left,  right,  and  bottom  borders  respectively,  the  value  appears  in  Chinese,  Arabic,  and  Jawi  characters.  The  central  panel 
features  the  standard  payment  terms  overprinted  by  the  value  spelled  out  in  large  letters,  the  color  of  which  varies  according  to  the  denomina- 
tion. At  top  right  is  the  coat  of  arms  of  Sarawak.  At  top  left  is  a vignette  of  the  Rajah  Charles  Johnson  Brooke.  In  the  center  is  a vignette  of 
the  Baroness  Angela  Burdett-Coutts  in  an  allegorical  setting.  Baroness  Burdett-Coutts  was  the  first  woman  in  England  to  be  given  a Baronetcy 
in  her  own  right.  Born  in  1814  and  living  until  1906,  she  is  buried  in  Westminster  Abbey,  Her  father  was  Francis  Burdett,  the  parliamentary 
reformer;  her  grandfather  was  Thomas  Coutts  of  Coutts  Bank.  Upon  the  death  of  her  stepgrandmother,  the  former  actress  Harriot  Mellon, 
(later  Duchess  of  St.  Albans)  in  1837,  Angela  Burdett  inherited  half  of  the  stock  of  Coutts  Bank  and  adopted  the  surname.  Her  inheritance 
was  valued  at  the  time  at  1,800,000  pounds  giving  her  an  annual  income  of  over  100,000  pounds  - an  absolutely  incredible  amount  for  a 
young  woman  in  those  days.  She  became  a great  benefactress  to  many  charities,  and,  in  particular  for  our  interests,  the  patroness  of  James 
Brooke.  As  such  she  frequently  balanced  the  books  for  Sarawak.  At  one  point  James  Brooke  left  Sarawak  to  her  in  his  will.  Though  this  never 
came  to  pass,  in  her  position  as  principal  creditor  of  Sarawak  it  is  fitting  that  she  appears  on  the  treasury  notes. 

As  a final  footnote  before  proceeding  to  the  catalog  of  known  notes,  the  vignette  of  Charles  Johnson  Brooke  which  appears  on  the 
paper  money  was  also  used  by  Perkins  Bacon  on  an  issue  of  postage  stamps.  In  March  of  1894  while  the  Treasurer  of  Sarawak  was  on  vaca- 
tion, the  Acting  Treasurer  sent  an  order  for  stamps  to  Perkins  Bacon,  who  printed  the  country's  paper  money,  instead  of  to  De  La  Rue  who 
were  the  then  current  stamp  printers  for  Sarawak.  Though  the  error  was  rectified,  by  that  time  Perkins  Bacon  had  already  prepared  printing 
plates  and  it  was  decided  to  proceed  with  the  stamps.  A photograph  of  an  imperforate  proof  block  of  the  2 Cents  stamp  is  shown  for  compar- 
ison of  the  Rajah's  portrait. 

In  the  following  catalog  listings  the  writer  has  included  all  those  dates  and  signatures  of  which  he  is  aware,  but  the  listing  is  probably 
not  complete.  Anyone  having  other  dates  is  requested  to  write  to  the  cataloguer.  For  their  help  with  data  used  in  compiling  these  listings  the 
writer  expresses  his  appreciation  to  Mr,  William  L.  S.  Barrett,  Mr.  Neil  $hafer,  and  to  the  late  doyen  of  paper  money  collectors,  Amon  Carter. 
The  illustrations  of  the  incomplete  proof  notes  are  from, the  Barrett  Collection,  the  other  proofs  and  notes  are  from  the  collections  of  the 
author  and  the  Muzium  Negara.
